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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's Amendment filed on 1 1/23/2005. 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art record, Roth et al., taken either singly and/or in combination with other cited 

prior arts, do not teach or disclose a method as recited in independent Claim 1, and a another 

method recited in Claim 8 as pointed out by applicant on pages 5 and 8 of remark filed on 

1 1/23/2005 with the following features: 

Per claim 1 splicing available memory locations onto the shortest one of the free link 

lists. 

Per claim 8 simultaneously allocating data storage at a location of a head pointer of the 
other of the free link lists. 

The closest prior art is Roth: 

Roth U.S. Patent 6,430,666, which teaches a method of forming a linked list in memory 
using an address selection unit, or address generator. The address generator assigns address to 
each multiple lists, where each list corresponds to a device, which uses the memory. The address 
generator assigns each of the address locations in the memory only once, and after all address 
have been assigned once, a free list is used to track unused addresses, i.e. unused memory cells. 
The free list is not used until all address has been assigned once. However, Roth et al., taken 
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either singly and/or in combination with other cited prior arts, do not teach or disclose a method 
as recited in independent Claim 1, and a another method recited in Claim 8 as pointed out by 
applicant on pages 5 and 8 of remark filed on 1 1/23/2005 with the following features: 

Per claim 1 splicing available memory locations onto the shortest one of the free link 

lists. 

Per claim 8 simultaneously allocating data storage at a location of a head pointer of the 
other of the free link lists.
